U.S. instates checks 
at 5 airports including 
O’Hare for passengers 
from West Africa

Stepping up efforts to stop the Ebola epidem- 
ic from spreading widely in the United States, 
federal authorities and officials in Chicago on 
Wednesday announced preventive measures 
that will include more intense health screen- 
ing for airline passengers arriving at O’Hare 
Airport from West African countries. 

While the screening measures will apply 
to few travelers to Chicago, they represent a 
new effort to block an epidemic that contin- 
ues to plague West Africa after killing more 
than 3,900 people, according to the World 
Health Organization. 

The effort was announced the same day the 
first person diagnosed with Ebola in the U.S. 
died at a Dallas hospital. 

The travel precautions will start at Ken- 
nedy International Airport in New York on 
Saturday and come to O’Hare, Washington 
Dulles International, Hartsfield-Jackson In- 
ternational in Atlanta and Newark Liberty 
International next week. The airports ac- 
count for almost all airline passengers to the 
U.S. from Ebola-stricken Guinea, Liberia and 
Sierra Leone, a group that amounts to about 
150 people per day federal officials said. 

Medical experts who have studied the dis- 
ease’s expansion said airport screening makes 
sense, even if it’s for a small group of travel- 
ers and not a foolproof method of keeping 
the virus out. The epidemic is likely to con- 
tinue spreading in West Africa while the U.S. 
and other countries will probably see isolated 
cases, they said. 

Though he touted the airport measures. 
Dr. LaMar Hasbrouck, director of the Illinois 
Department of Public Health, said the U.S. 
and Illinois will remain in some peril as long 
as the epidemic spreads in Africa. 

“If there’s going to be another case on U.S. 
soil, we’re one of five airports to likely have 
that passenger come through,” Hasbrouck 
said. “With that, we can’t speculate— we can 
just be prepared.” 

When screening starts at O’Hare, federal 
personnel will staff a triage station in the in- 
ternational arrivals area and run passports of 
passengers coming from Liberia, Guinea and 
Sierra Leone to determine whether they’ve 
been in affected regions, Hasbrouck said. Pas- 
sengers will fill out questionnaires and may be 
subject to fever detection, he said. Tempera- 


tures will be taken with a non-contact ther- 
mometer, federal officials said. 

Hasbrouck said the department is pre- 
pared to handle a case should a passenger with 
symptoms arrive at O’Hare. He said a passen- 
ger would be taken to a hospital for testing 
and treatment if he or she has been in an af- 
fected region, near a person with the disease 
and displays symptoms. 

No hospitals here have reported patients 
with Ebola symptoms, nor have they request- 
ed Centers for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion tests for the infection, Hasbrouck said. 

Travelers are being screened on departure 
from the West African nations, though health 
experts question the effectiveness of the mea- 
sures. The man who died in Dallas— Thomas 
Eric Duncan, 42— was able to fly to the U. S. 
from Liberia because he didn’t have a fever 
when screened at the airport and filled out a 
questionnaire saying he hadn’t been in contact 
with anyone infected. Liberian officials have 
said Duncan lied and had been in contact with 


Hasbrouck said there is a chance the do- 
mestic efforts may not catch all those who 
carry the virus because “some people lie.” 

Airports have screened people for disease 
on arrival during other epidemics, and it gen- 
erally doesn’t present major logistical issues, 
said Robert Murphy, a doctor at Northwest- 
ern University’s medical school who stud- 
ies the spread of disease. A person can have 
Ebola for weeks without showing symptoms, 
so the chances of catching someone with the 
disease are limited, he said. 

“They’re gonna do this for a couple months 
and find that they don’t find anybody” he said. 

As officials roUed out their plan, Chicago al- 
dermen proposed broader measures to prevent 
Ebola and other diseases from landing in the 
city Under a proposal introduced by Aid. Ed 
Burke (14th) and Aid. Michael Zalewski (23rd), 
every passenger arriving at O’Hare or Mid- 
way Airport on a flight from outside the U.S. 
would be required to fill out a questionnaire to 


determine whether their behavior or contacts 
before landing indicate a risk. Passengers des- 
ignated as “at risk” could then be isolated for 
further testing by a medical professional. 

Airlines would foot the cost of the screen- 
ings, Burke said in a news release. 

Mayor Emanuel— who was scheduled to 
dial in to a White House conference call on 
Ebola prevention Wednesday afternoon with 
local, state and national authorities — did not 
voice an opinion on the aldermen’s proposal. 

Northwestern’s Murphy said there’s no 
need to screen travelers from outside West 
Africa. Hasbrouck said he viewed the pro- 
posal as excessive. 

“I think it is overkill,” Hasbrouck said. 
“Can we screen for everything? No. Is it a 
waste of resources? Yes.” 

There is currently very little risk of expo- 
sure to Ebola in the US., said Stephen Morse, 
an epidemiologist at Columbia University 
Medical Center in New York.

1 dead after 6-hour standoff 


Injured cop recovering; 
convicted felon arrested

A Chicago police SWAT team tossed a “flash 
bang” grenade into a South Side apartment 
and stormed inside late Tuesday night, end- 
ing a six-hour standoff with a suspect who 
allegedly shot a police captain as a fugitive 
task force sought to arrest him for a wild 
shooting spree in Indiana. 

Police took Daniel Brown, a convicted fel- 
on, into custody and found Daniel Jackson 
dead in the Englewood apartment he shared 
with Brown’s sister. 

Authorities said it was unclear how Jack- 
son was killed, but a gun battle had erupted 
earlier in the evening after Capt. Edward 
Kulbida was shot in the shoulder and sus- 


tained a graze wound to the head. 

Cook County prosecutors had not yet for- 
mally charged Brown as of Wednesday night. 

Kulbida continued to recuperate at Stro- 
ger Hospital, where a spokeswoman said he 
is scheduled to be released Thursday 

Court documents provide some insight 
into how Brown touched off a manhunt last 
weekend by law enforcement agencies in In- 
diana and Illinois. 

Alerted by authorities in Indianapolis, 
U.S. deputy marshals and Chicago police on 
Tuesday night went to check out the apart- 
ment building in Englewood where Brown’s 
sister lived with Jackson. Kulbida and other 
officers found a Ereightliner truck stolen in 
Indiana outside the building at 72nd Street 
and Lowe Avenue before trying to enter the 
sister’s unit on a lower floor. 


With his sister and Jackson in the apart- 
ment, Brown opened fire on the officers, 
striking Kulbida, according to police sourc- 
es. A gun battle then ensued for several min- 
utes. When it ended. Brown barricaded him- 
self inside the unit. At some point. Brown’s 
sister was grabbed by police and taken into 
custody leaving her boyfriend with Brown. 

The standoff ended around midnight 
when SWAT officers stormed the apart- 
ment. At least one gun was recovered from 
the scene, authorities said. 

During an interview at her South Shore 
townhouse Wednesday Rochelle Billingsley 
the mother of Brown’s two grown children, 
said she was stunned by the turn of events. 

“I didn’t see this behavior coming,” she 
said. “Not shooting up people, no. ... So it’s 
shocking to me, very shocking.”

On Monday, a 37-year-old man was shot 
to death in the 100 block of East 44th Street 
in Grand Boulevard, police said. Three days 
earlier, a 20 -year-old man was fatally shot in 
the 10600 block of South Yates Avenue in 
South Deering, according to officials. On 
Oct. 2, a 25-year-old man was shot to death 
in the 7800 block of South Jeffrey Boule- 
vard in South Shore, police said. 

Meanwhile, on the West Side, a 20 -year- 
old man was fatally shot Saturday in the 
4400 block of West Van Buren Street in 
West Garfield Park, police said. 

That same day, a man was shot in the 
5400 block of South Talman Avenue in 
Gage Park. He later died, according to of- 
ficials. 

Live homicides have been logged so far 
this month. Thirty-two homicides were re- 
corded in October 2013, RedEye found.

Emanuel: Fire Fest 
will return next year

Mayor Emanuel indicated Wednesday he’s 
ready to double down on the Great Chicago 
Fire Festival despite a first edition that fizzled 
last weekend as he looked on with tens of 
thousands of people along the Chicago River. 

The mayor would not say whether he would 
once again spend taxpayer money on a sec- 
ond edition of the festival after the first one 
got $350,000 or whether Redmoon Theater 
would continue to organize it. On Saturday 
night, the event’s signature moment fell flat 
when the planned torching of three faux Vic- 
torian homes floating on the river failed to 
ignite following heavy rains. It prompted vet- 
eran Aid. Ed Burke (14th) to dub it “the fiasco 
on the river.” 

Emanuel said he wouldn’t “pre-judge” Red- 
moon. “There will be an after-action report: 
what worked; what didn’t work; what do we 
need to do different?” Emanuel said. “I think 
we will continue to go forward, but clearly 
there will be changes and adaptations.” 

The mayor noted that the seven-hour 
Saturday festival, which included a series of 
musical and viewing events, drew more than 
30,000 spectators to the river at the heart 
of downtown on a chilly rainy evening. And 
Emanuel said thousands of children were 
involved in putting the event together, with 
15 neighborhood groups and Redmoon or- 


ganizing those efforts. “I don’t want to lose 
that,” he said. 

But Emanuel also took a shot at the failed 
conflagration. On the 143rd anniversary of the 
fire, the City Council on Wednesday honored 
descendants of Catherine O’Leary whose 
cow was famously blamed for kicking over 
a lantern in her barn and igniting the Oct. 8, 
1871, blaze that destroyed much of Chicago. 

Though the scape-cow tale was discredited 
long ago, Emanuel told O’Leary’s great-great- 
grandchildren and other family members that 
the bovine instigator of lore would have come 
in handy on Saturday “Over the weekend, 
we could have borrowed Mrs. O’Leary’s cow, 
as well as the lantern, that would have been 
helpful to us,” he said from the dais in council 
chambers. 

OTHER CITY COUNCIL ACTION: 

» Five aldermen called for yet another study 
to examine the feasibility and cost of launch- 
ing high-quality airport express train service 
serving O’Hare Airport, Union Station and 
McCormick Place. 

» Two aldermen proposed that any medical 
marijuana dispensaries and cultivation cen- 
ters approved to set up shop in Chicago be 
required to have round-the-clock security 
and secure areas for loading and unloading 
“any cannabis or cannabis-infused products.”

Islamic State fighters renew 
assault against Syrian town 


Islamic State fighters launched a renewed as- 
sault on the Syrian city of Kobani on Wednes- 
day night, and at least 21 people were killed in 
riots in neighboring Turkey where Kurds rose 
up against the government for doing nothing 
to protect their kin. 

Heavily outgunned defenders said Islamic 
State militants had pushed into two dis- 
tricts of the mainly Kurdish border city late 
Wednesday, despite U.S.-led airstrikes that the 
Pentagon acknowledged would probably not 
be enough to safeguard the town. 

In Turkey street battles raged between 
Kurdish protesters and police across the 
mainly Kurdish southeast, in Istanbul and in 
Ankara, as fallout from war in Syria and Iraq 
threatened to unravel the NATO member’s 
own delicate Kurdish peace process. 

Washington said its war planes, along with 
those of coalition ally the United Arab Emir- 


ates, had struck nine targets in Syria, including 
six near Kobani that hit Islamic State artillery 
and armored vehicles. It also struck Islamic 
State positions in Iraq five times. 

Nevertheless, Kobani remained under in- 
tense bombardment from Islamic State em- 
placements, within sight of Turkish tanks at 
the nearby frontier that have so far done noth- 
ing to help. US. officials were quoted voicing 
impatience with the Turks for refusing to join 
the coalition against Islamic State fighters 
who have seized wide areas of Syria and Iraq. 

Turkey says it could join only if Washington 
agrees to use force against Syrian President 
Bashar Assad and the Sunni Muslim jihadists 
fighting him in a three-year-old civil war. 

Turkey’s own Kurds, who make up the ma- 
jority in the southeast of the country say Pres- 
ident Tayyip Erdogan is stalling while their 
brethren are killed in Kobani. 


AT&Ttopay$105M 
to settle cellphone 
‘cramming’ charges 

AT&T will pay $105 million 
to settle allegations it put 
unauthorized charges on cell- 
phone bills, a practice known 
as cramming, regulators said 
Wednesday. The settlement 
comes after years of com- 
plaints from cellphone own- 
ers about being charged for 
daily horoscopes or trivia they 
never requested. 


Justice grants 
Idaho request to 
block gay marriage 

U.S. Supreme Court Justice 
Anthony Kennedy granted a 
request from Idaho officials 
Wednesday and temporarily 
blocked the planned start of 
gay marriages in that state af- 
ter a regional federal appeals 
court’s ruling striking down 
the state’s same-sex marriage 
ban. 


India, Pakistan see 
worst fighting in 
years over Kashmir 

Five civilians were killed and 
thousands took refuge in 
camps in the disputed region 
of Kashmir on Wednesday af- 
ter some of the most intense 
fighting between Pakistan and 
India in a decade.

The backstory 

Herb’s chef and owner Patty Ne- 
umson also grew up in southern 
Thailand, where she assisted 
her mother in the kitchen and 
worked in her grandmother’s 
j restaurant before moving to 
the United States 21 years ago.

Dishes are available a la carte, but I opted 
for the three-course prix-fixe. For $35, it was 
a deal, considering my table also received a 
memorable amuse-bouche (two-bite pre- 
appetizer dish) and a small dessert trio in 
addition to an appetizer, soup and entree 
(there’s also a $55 six-course prix-fixe that

F rom singers like Sam Smith, Jessie J and Charli XCX to the popular thump of 
electronic acts like Disclosure and Clean Bandit, England is currently exporting 
modern pop stateside by the boatload. 

The latest big-time arrival is Gorgon City (real names: Matt Robson-Scott and 
Kye Gibbon), a DJ duo that has produced for huge names like Jennifer Hudson and 
dropped its debut album, “Sirens” (featuring Hudson on one track), on Tuesday via 
Capitol Records. The group’s “Ready for Tour Love” has busted out in its native 
country thanks to a strong house music influence and a killer feature from singer 
MNEK, and it’s about time for Gorgon City to connect on this side of the pond. 

By phone from London, Robson-Scott, 29, talked to RedEye about Chicago 
house music and Greek mythology 


“Sirens” sounds like an album you listen to 
while getting ready for a night out. Was that 
on purpose? 

Kind of We wanted to make an album that 
you could get ready to that you can also listen 
to when you come back from the party if 
that makes sense. There’s dark and twisted 
parts right next to big party songs that hit 
in the club. The goal was a well-rounded 
album that goes off live. This coming show is 
our first headlining show in Chicago. We 
played the Mid with Green Velvet a 
few months back, and you heard it 
here first: We’re going to throw 
a banger.

What was your first experi- 
ence with house music? Has 
that sound really permeated the 
culture in England? 

When I was younger, my brother’s 
friend left a CD of a [legendary London 
nightclub] Ministry of Sound event. There 
was a song on it that was a Chicago house 
track, and I listened to it over and over. At 
the time I was listening to garage, drum and 
bass and jungle music, but I remember the 
Chicago house sound blowing me away I’d 
be in record stores and they’d talk about how 
U.K. garage music originally came from New 
York and Chicago. [New York’s] Paradise 
Garage and stuff like that. You’re seeing DJs 
who play house get booked a lot over here. 
You’ve got folks like [Chicago house DJ 
legend] Derrick Carter doing shows over 
here too.

specifically rave and acid house exploded in 
the U.K. in the ’90s, and that whole illegal 
rave scene was such a massive part of our 
culture. EDM doesn’t have the same kind of 
connection here. 

Both of your collaborations with Jennifer 
Hudson (“I Still Love You” and “Go All Night”) 
have a huge sound. You guys really get sing- 
ers to belt it out over your tracks. How do 
you provoke that reaction? Are you creating 
these songs with specific singers in 
mind? 

Generally we write the song 
from scratch with the singer in 
I the room. We might have some 

random beats pre-made, but 

we prefer to have the vocalist in 
the studio so we can create it all 
^ together. Funny enough, the Jennifer 
Hudson track was originally recorded 
with [Canadian singer] Kiesza in studio and 
we thought it would be a good fit for some- 
one with a classic and big voice. [Hudson] 
absolutely killed it. 

The “Gorgon” in Gorgon City is a reference 
to mythology, right? 

Yes, Greek mythology Like, remember Me- 
dusa? She was a Gorgon. 

If you tell me a group named itself after a 
snake-headed monster that can turn men 
to stone, rd expect to hear death metal, not 
house music. 

[Laughs.] It’s a strange name. At first I found 
it a bit weird, but it’s cool now 


Ifs interesting to hear that the house scene is 
doing so well over there. You’ve said before 
that EDM and dubstep aren’t as big there as 
they are here. Why do you think that is? 

It’s quite strange. It doesn’t really connect 
with British culture like that. We’ve had a bit 
of a different journey when it comes to dance 
music, listening to it for a long, long time. 
Not that Americans haven’t been listening to 
it, but it was a smaller thing. Dance music. 


What does a Gorgon City look like to you? 
Are there parties? Are there snakes in the 
streets? 

I think of it like Ibiza but an Ibiza filled with 
crazy creatures. It’s this crazy party island, if 
that makes sense. It’s filled with music and 
sunshine. We’re trying to take you some- 
where else.

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With 'Aquarius/ dawning 
of a new age for Tinashe

Tinashe Kachingwe seemingly came from 
nowhere to become a fixture on the Billboard 
singles charts with “2 On,” but a visit to the 
singer’s home reveals a long road to stardom. 

A poster from her time with a childhood 
modeling agency hangs in one corner. 
Memorabilia from Tinashe’s late ’00s stint 
in teen pop girl group The Stunners mingles 
near artwork from her mixtapes. Overlooking 
her bed is a shelf housing glass trophies from 
years of competitive dancing— ballet, tap, 
jazz— and affirmations are strewn all over her 
room (“Don’t wait. Work” and “Imperfection 
is beauty” to name two). 

And then there’s the hare-bones recording 
studio alongside the turquoise-colored wall, 
where work began on her major label debut, 
Aquarius,” released Tuesday Janet Jackson’s 
“Janet” rests by a computer, mixing board 
and keyboard, and a nearby whiteboard bares 
a lofty goal: ‘And the Grammy for best new 
artist goes to Tinashe” (courtesy of her 15-year- 
old brother). 

“I’ve always had this crazy tunnel vision ... 
the same end goal in mind, as long as I could 
remember,” the 21-year-old said. “Even if the 
game plan has changed and shifted along the 
way” 

When Tinashe (pronounced tin-AH-shay it 
means “God Is With Us” in her father’s native 
Zimbabwe) debuted with “2 On” in January the 


thumping club banger easily could have been 
swallowed by the mass of bouncy songs on 
the radio. But the number, with its hypnotic, 
minimalist beat from West Coast hitmaker 
DJ Mustard, gained steam on urban radio as 
a strong entry in a song-of-the-summer race 
dominated by heartthrobs and rappers. 

“It’s almost like it’s stiU taboo for a female 
to make a party song. It’s really strange, not 
like girls party any less than guys,” Tinashe 
said. “That female perspective was something 
that was missing, and still missing for a lot of 
records out there. 

“I can’t teU you the last time I met a female 
engineer, and I’ve never worked with a female 
producer, and that’s crazy to me. I want other 
young women to be inspired to do it. I really 
don’t get why there isn’t more.” 

She scored a deal with RCA Records and 
continued issuing mixtapes to the Internet 
from her bedroom— 20 12’s “Reverie” and 
2013’s “Black Water”— as she began crafting 
songs for her debut album. It was the first time 
working outside her bedroom studio alongside 
other producers and songwriters. 

“People weren’t reaUy familiar with the 
fact that I had a perspective,” Tinashe 
recalled. “When I started working with other 
producers— especially ones who had created 
hits in the past— it was hard for them, I think, 
to listen to somebody who seemingly just came 
out of nowhere.”
